- Wasutnotor, Febraary 28.—[{Special.}—All 
day long almost every prominent republican 
in the country bas besieged General Harrison 
in the interest of one or the other candidates 
for a cabinet position. Buthe has been true 
to his reputation as a listener, and his indispo- 
sition to commit himself is making them all 
very sore. Delegation after delegation from 
the west has protested against Windom, and 
antagonized him with Clarkson and Thurston, 
but to noavail. The president seems to have 
made up his mind. ‘The most bitter opponent 
of Mr. Windom, Mark H. Dunnell, informed 
Harrison of the folly of placing a man in the 
treasury who had during the short time he had 
charge of the treasury portfolio, taken the bit 
in his mouth and committed an act which re- 
ceived universal condemnation. This was no 
less than the recalling of $125,000,000 worth of 
$4 per cent bonds, at the solicitation of Wall 
street brokers, and re-issuing at a longer time 
three per cents. These bonds to this day are 
quoted in the stock markets as the W indoms. 


Windom, however, has 
BLAINE ON HIS SIDE 


and nothing can move the president-clegt. 
The New Yorkers are making a desperate 
struguie to get Platt in the cabinet, but Harri- 
gon has plainly told them that unless they 
harmonize their differences within twenty- 
four hours New York will be left out entirely.

Washington to act as an aid to General Beaver, 
the marshal of the inauguration procession, 
and incidentally to see that his opponents in 
the ranks of the Georgia republican organiza+ 
tion do not crowd him out in the division of 
spoils, called upon General Harrison and had 
one minute’s chat with him today. General 
Longstreet, it is asserted here, will succeed 
General Rosecrans as register of the treasury— 
a $3,500 place. 
r An interesting contest is promised over the 
Atlanta postmastership. General Longstreet, 
the Georgia republicans in Washing- 
ton say, will urge the claims of ex- 
Postmaster W. T. B. Wilson, who has already 
developed considerable strength here, for the 
position. Itis generally conceded that Long- 
street will be the strongest Georgia intluence 
with the new administration.

His LAST DAYS. 


Cleveland Very Busy Finishing 
Up Business. 

WASHINGTON, February 28.—[Special.]— 
President Cleveland is the busiest man at 
the national capital. Last night he retired at 
three o'clock and was up and at his desk this 
morning atsix. He does not propose to retire 
from the white house with any necessary act 
undone. In the necessary haste of matters 
he, however, uses the same deliberative judg- 
ment in passing upon measures reaching him 
that has characterized his course during bis 
four years as chief executive. The executive 
mansion isascene of the most intense indus- 
try. Callers are daily congregating there by 
the hundred. 

The servants about the house have for the 
ast four days been busily engaged in prepar- 
ng matters to put the house in good order for 

the new occupant. Mrs. Cleveland’s friends 
are indeed numerous who visit her, making 
their last call during her reign as the tirst lady 
ju the land. Cleveland proposes to leave the 
white house with a desk 

CLEARED OF ALL THE WORK 

Incumbent upon him. will turn over to 
his successor a well arranged house and a desk 
cleared of all its papers. It will be tixed for 
the new broom. For the last four days papers 
have accumulated upon Mr. Cleveland’s desk 
higher than hishead. He will, by Monday 
morning have reduced the volume of work 
before him down to the last paper, and when 
he drives from the mausion to escort his suc- 
cessor tothe capitol every article of work 
will have been completed, and nothing left 
for Genera! Harrison to do that has not been 
done by his illustrious predecessor. A great 
stack of boxes containing private papers were 
today packed and carried in wagons to the de- 
pot and shipped to New York. Many other 
private articles were taken to the president's 
country home, and there stowed away. The 
house itself has been thoroughly ventilated,

THE SENATE READY. 

It is understood the senate is prepared to 

pass the Cowles bill inside of an hour after its 
reception from the house, and therefore Mr.

very last hour of the session. He will be on 
duty every minute during the remainder of the 
session, and if it be within the range of possi- 
bilities to get recognition and prevent filibust- 
ering, he will see toit that the Cowles bill 
goes through, and is sent to the senate in time 
for its passage by that body, and for it to re- 
ceive the president’s signature before noon on 
the fourth day of March. 

There is a rumor that Mr. Cleveland would 
‘*nocket”’ veto the Cowles bill if it should go 
to him on the lastday of-the session, but the 
friends of this bill believe the rumor to be 
without foundation. In fact, they believe the 
president to be in favor of its passage. 

THE SELYISHNESS OF HUMAN NATURE 
had a good illustration in the uouse this after- 
noon. Representative Ermentrout appeared 
on the floor with a document in his hand and 
endeavored to gain recognition from the chair. 
Mr. Ermentrout being a Pennsylvania demo- 
crat, a suspicion arose in the mind of a num- 
ber of gentlemen that he had some scheme to 
help Mr. Kandall along to get up the tobacco 
repeal bill. A strong objection arose which 
prevented him getting his resolution to the 
desk. Mr. Ermentrout paused, whispered a 
few words tothose sitting around him, and 
these members immediately scattered them- 
selves through the house, and the objections 
at once subsided.

THE EXECUTIVE SESSION, 


A Large Amount of Business Done—A Warm 
Debate Over a Nomination, 

WASHINGTON, February 28.—The senate was 
in executive session more. than three and a 
half hours this evening during which timea 
large amount of §business was transacted. 
Early in the session documents referred in the 
first executive session of the day, mostly postal 
treaties and ,international ‘copyright arrange- 
ments with 
SOUTH AMERICAN COUNTRIES, 
were under discussion. There was also a 
treaty of extradition with Russia, referred to 
the committee on foreign relations, but this 
was not acted on, The others were ratified. 
A discussion of some length was had upon the 
question ‘‘shall senators be authorized to 
publish their speeches on the _ British 
extradition treaty?” but no decision was 
reached. 

The nomination of Commissioner Webb, of 
the District of Columbia. to succeed himself 
was the subject of an animated debate, Mr. 
Riddleberger having moved todischarge the 
district committee from further consideration 
of the case. This was voted down and the 
nomination is still in obeyance. 

The nominations of Assistant Secretary 
Thompson to be civil service commissioner, 
and of Assistant§Postmaster-General Steven- 
son to be judge of the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia were not considered. 

OBJECTIONS TO HARTRIDGE, 

The most exciting episode was over the 
nomination of John E, Hartridge, of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., to be United States district judge 
for the northern district of Florida, vice 
Thomas Settle, deceased. This nomination 
has been pending before the judiciary commit- 
tee since December 17th last, and today the 


‘committee was discharged from further con- 


sideration of tha case, and an effort made to 
confirm the nomination, butan objection in- 
tervened, and action was postponed until the 
next executive session.

Get the Navy Portfolio?—New York 
Has Nothing as Yet.

It is said tonight that Platt and Miller are 
distinctly out of the race, and Platt men are 
much annoyed.

THE NEW YORK PROBLEM. 

General Harrison, after hearing a great deal 
about the situation in the empire state, told 
Morton that if the republicans there, without 
regard to factions or personal difficulties, would 
unite in recommending one man fora cabinet 
place he would have a generous consideration. 
If such harmony can be brought about, the 
man named will be given the navy portfolio. 
Senator Palmer is not believed to be a possi- 
bility any longer, In the first place, there was 
no request for his appointment by the repub- 
licans of Michigan, and without such a request 
it is hardly probable that, with the great pres- 
sure for the place, a man without his state 
backing would be chosen’, except on personal 
grounds. In the next place, as General Har- 
rison is reported to have said tothe Nebraska 
men that where a state has presented a candi- 
date for cabinet honors and it had been found 
inexpedient to put his name on the list, it was 
hardly to be expected that the man not 80 pre- 
sented and supported should be chosen. 

This was taken to dispose of the chances of 
Robert W. Furnas, of Nebraska, for secretary 
of agriculture, who had been suggested when 
John M, Thurston’s name was rubbed off, and 
would equally well apply to General Alger 
and Senator Palmer. 

The Wisconsin delegation are still confident 
that Governor Rusk will have a place, but it 
is not to be secretary of war. That appears to 
be conceded to ex-Governor Proctor, and the 
only other place open to him is that of, secre- 
tary of agriculture, 

DELEGATIONS FROM WISCONSIN AND ILLINOIS, 

This morning delegations from Wisconsin and 
Illinois called in a body upon General Harri- 
son. Their visit occasioned some gossip, as 
having been made with a view to affect a 
cabinet combination, but this is denied by the 
members. ‘They say they called only to pay 
their respects, and even if their purpose had 
been to talk cabinet, owing to the presence of 
a number of outsiders, they had no opportunity 
to do so. In the course of conversation, one 
of the Illinois delegation, with a view te -re- 
lieving any apprehension the president-elect 
may have been under and to demonstrate the 
informality of the visit, remarked: 

‘‘General, I have nothing to ask for.’’ 

Then, with » keen glance in futurity, 
hastily added: 

“That is not just now.”’ 

THE GENERAL’S LITTLE BOOK. 
General Harrison smilingly remarked: 
‘‘Tam thinking of opening a book in which 

members and other interested persons may 
execute a release in advance.”’ 

“Well, general,’’ said Mr. Cannon, “all I 
have got to say is that a very little book will 
last clear through your administration.”’ 

This sally brought down the house, figu- 
ratively speaking. 

W.S. g. Miller, ex-law partner of President- 
elect Harrison, who accompanied him to the 
city, and whose name has often been mentioned 
as the coming attorney-general, is now talked 
of for solicitor-general. He said there was no 
foundation for the story printed this morning 
from Toledo that he has written to a friend 
there saying he had accepted the position of 
attorney-general. 

Asa result of Congressman Belden’s dinner 
to the New York delegates. last night, 
it is stated that they will support General 
George Sharpe for collector of the port of New 
York. 

Friends of Senator Palmer, who still cling to 
the belief that he will go into the cabinet, say 
that if he is not appointed secretary of agri- 
culture he will be made secretary of the navy. 
Ex-Secretary Windom was on the floor of the 
senate today.

The Senate Does a Good Day’s Work—The 
Postotiice Appropriation Bill Passes. 

WASHINGTON, February 28,—In the senate, 
after spending about ten minutes on the bills 
authorizing the construction of railroad and 
other bridges, during which four were passed, 
the senate proceeded .o the consideration of 
executive business, on motion of Mr. Sherman, 
who said that only a few minutes would be re- 
quired to dispose of a matter which he wished, 
and which was important to haye attended to 
at once.

No legislation was had, 
the time until 9:15 being spent in endeavoring 
to secure a quorum, failing which the senate 
adjourned. 


THE NATIONAL MENAGERIE. 


The Honse Recedes From Its Disagreement 
to the “Zoo” Amendment. 

WasHiInGTON, February 28.—ln the house 
Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, preseuted the confer- 
ence report on the agricultural appropriation 
bill, andexplained hew the differences be- 
tween the two houses (mainly relating to sugar 
experimation) had besn adjusted. 

The teport was agreed to. 

The house conferees on the district of Colum- 
bia appropriation bill were instructed to recede 
from their disagreement to the senate ameud- 
ment providing a zoological garden in the dis- 
trict of Columbia, and appropriating $20,000 
for the purchase of grounds. 

PROTECTING THE FISHERIES. 

The speaker having laid before the house 
the senate bill for the protection of salmon 
fisheries in Alaska, Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas, 
offered an amendment directing the president 
to cause’One or more United States vessels to 
cruise in Behring’s sea and other Alaskan wa- 
ters and seize all vessels found unlawfully en- 
gaged in seal hunting. 

Mr. Dann explained that the sole object of 
the amer‘ment was to enforce the existing 
law. Heretofore the enforcement of the law 
had been relaxed so that a number of persons 
had conoluded that the government did not 
propose to enforce the law, and today no less 
than 150 vessels were being fitted up to go to 
Behring’s sea, and would cover the waters 
with unlawful seal hunters. 

The amendment was adopted and the bill 
was passed. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, from the commit- 
tee on naval affairs, reported the naval appro- 
priation bill, with senate amendments thereto, 
recommending concurrence in some and non- 
concurrence in others of these amendments. 

\BOUTELLE TRIES TO AGITATE. 

Mr. Bbutelle, of Maine, started a political 
debate in'a speech arraigning the present ad- 
ministration and the democratic party for all 
he described as short-comings in regard to the 
navy and drawing an unfavorable comparison 
between the present and former administra- 
tion with regard to constructing naval vessels. 

Messrs. Herbert and McAdoo replied briefly 
and then on motion of Mr. Herbert the house 
concurred in the senate amendment appro- 
priating $100,000 for the construction of a 
building for use by the naval torpedo station 
and war.college on Goatisland. Other recom- 
mendations of the committee on naval affairs 
were agreed to and the bill was sent to con- 
ference. The conference reports upon a pum- 
ber of bills of a miscellaneous character were 
agreed to and the house at 5:30 took a recess 
until 7:50. The evening session to be devoted 
to the consideration of resolations relative to 
the acceptance of the Cass and Muhlinberg 
statutes and business relating to the district of 
Columbia. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

At the evening session of the house Mr. 
Ermentrout, of Pennsylvania, offered a resolu- 
tion, \.2ich.was adoptyi. without any. ad- 
dresses beiug delivered, accepting in the name 
of the nation the statues of Governor Muhlen- 
berg and Robert Fulton, presented by the state 
of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Chipman, of Michigan, presented a simi- 
lar resolution, accepting the statue of Lewis 
Cass, the giftof the state of Michigan. After 
addresses by Chipman, Randall, O’Donnell, 
Cudehon, Seymour and Allen, of Michigan, 
resolution was agreed to. 

Sayers, of Texas, submitted conference report 
on fortifications appropriation bill and it was 
agreed to. Townsend, of IAllinois, submitted 
conference report on army appropriation bill 
and it was agreed to. A number of bills relat- 
ing to the administration, local govermnent 
and District of Columbia were passed and the 
house adjourned.

John C, Ropes, as- 
signee, madea statement that he only ac- 
cepted the assigneeship to hold the property 
and prevent attachments until an assignee 
could be chosen by the creditors and that he 
could not continue in that position. A sum- 
mary of Ropes’s report shows the liabilities of 
the Pacific Guano company to be &2,487,800, 
assets $422,254. One item is “Owed to Gliden 
& Curtis $1,781,142.”’ The condition of Gliden 
& Curtis was stated as follows: 

ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 

Liabilities $2,266,836, of which $424,400 is 
secured. The assets include items due from 
the Pacific Guano company, $1,777,757, face 
value; Ohio and Western Coal and Iron com- 
pany, cash and coupon account, $571,421, face 
value. Other items swell the total to $2,- 
377,341. 

George W. Dove, of the above firm, is owing 
about $25,000, secured, and his assets consist 
of stocks, bonds and property, of which the 
yalue is not given. John M. Gliden, of the 
same firm, owes $15,000, secured,and his assets 
are not estimated. 

After the presentation of the statement a 
committee was chosen by the creditors to ex- 
amine into the affairs and select an assignee 
who would carry on the business under the 
direction of this committee until it was deter- 
mined whether it is best to wind up the busi- 
ness. It seeméd tobe the sentiment of the 
creditors that the business should be carried 
on for the present at least. 

SMITH’S INVESTMENTS.

Lonpon, February 28.—Mr. Sexton gave 
notice in the house of commons this afternoon 
that he would make a motion to compel Major 
Saunderson (conservative) to disclose the 
names of officers pledging to associate them- 
selves with Major Saunderson and violate 
their oaths of obedience to the crown in the 
event of a home rule parliament being granted 
to Ireland. 

In reply to questions, Right Hon. W. H. 
Smith, government leader, declared that no- 
body, on behalf of the government, had inti- 
mated that the Times would be recouped by a 
parliamentary grant for its expenses in con- 
nection with the Parnell commission. 

Mr. Healy asked whether attention had 
been called to the fact that as far back as No- 
vember, Attorney-General Webster had re- 
ceived a statement from Pigott to the effect 
that he could not bear cross examination be- 
fore the commission.{Parnellite cheers.}] Havy- 
ing regard for this, he asked, did the govern- 
ment retain confidence in Attorney-General 
Webster ? 

ASKING FOR A VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 

Mr, Smith asked that due notice of the ques- 
tion be given, if Mr. Healy’s reference was to 
Sir Richard Webster’s discharge of his duties 
as attorney-general. 

Mr, Healy gave notice of a motion that, in 
the opinion of the house, the attorney-general 
had forfeited contidencees [Laughter and

Mr. Shaw LeFevre, resuming the debate on 
the address in reply to the speech from the 
throne, charged the Irish executive with in- 
creasing the rigors of oppression in Ireland 
during the recess.

IT WILL OPEN IN MACON NEAT 
MONDAY. | 


Sending All Over the State for Witnesses— 
New Evidence to be Introduced—The 
Barrel Factory. 

Macon, Ga., February 28.—[Special.]—De- 
velopments today make it possible that the 
second trial of Tom Woolfolk for murder may 
commence on Monday next, the day for which 
itis set. The defendant’s counsel have begun 
to summon witnesses and the-state’s counsel 
are hard at it. Considerable work was done 
today, and there will be a flood of witnesses at 
the trial, and the attendance of spectators will, 
no doubt, be almost as large as at the first trial. 
Judge Gustin passed several orders in regard 
to the case this morning concerning witnesses. 

LOOKING UP THE WITNESSES. 

Deputy Sheriff Menard left Macon tonight 
for various points in Georgia to subpena wit- 
nesses. At Madison, Fred Foster will be sum- 
moned ; at LaGrange, Mr. Pennington will be 
subpeenaed. Pennington is the witness whose 
testimony Judge Gustin would not allow to go 
before the jury. Pennington would have 
sworn in effect that on a certain night when 
passing through Macon with a lunatic, he em- 
ployed a negro to assist him in taking the 
lunatic from the jail to the depot, and offered 
the assistant twenty-five cents for the service. 
The negro complained at sosmalla sum, and 
said to Mr. Pennington: ‘4You are as mean 
and stingy as old man Richard Woolfolk.” 

“What about him?’’ Pennington asked. 

“Why, I worked for him thirty days aud he 
would not pay a cent, and I intend getting even 
with him if Ihave to kill the whole d——n 
farnily,’’ replied the negro.

HE WISHES TO DIE. 


Adams Says He is Willing to Atone 
With His Life. 

Macon, Ga., February 27.—[Specia].|—TuHer 
CONSTITUTION Was the only paper in the state 
to announce this morning that John Adams, 
the great cotton forger, liad broken his fast on 
his thirteenth day. The information was a 
surprise to the people of Macon. This morn- 
ing Dr. Ethoridge called upon Mr, Adams and 
found that he had rested very well last night 
from the orange and port wine of which he 
partook and the morphine which had _ been 
hypodermatically injected into his arm to 
allay the terrible pains. Adams said he suf- 
fered in his bowels and head. He said last 
night there was a consuming fire in his stom- 
ach, which no doubt was caused by the pangs 
of hunger. 

This morning Dr. Ethridge persuaded 
Adams to.eat another forange and take port 
wine. He also drank two swallows of milk, 
but refused to drink more, owing to its bad 
taste. Heasked Dr. Ethridge to give him 
medicine to keep him alwaysasleep. Itseems 
that he desires to keep his mind in oblivion as 
to ali his actions in regard to the forgery. He 
says he intends to keep starving himself until 
death comes to his relief. He states that he 
shall never go to the penitentiary, as_ he- will 
die first. Hedoes not care to kill himself 
with a pistol, or by any other violent means, 
but he has an idea that by enduring a slow, 
lingering, suffering death, he thus, in some 
measure, atones for his sins.

MURDER IN LEE. 


Two Old People Slain by a Farm Hand— 
The Sheriff After Him. 


ALBANY, Ga., February 28.—[Special.J]— 
Anthony Macarthy, a mulatto, who runs 
the Fields place, six miles from 
Albany, arrested a negro today charged 
with the murder of a man and woman 
in Lee county. He brought his prisoner to 
town and had him lodged in jail. He is a 
strong, black fellow, aged about twenty-two 
years, and known as Charley Cooper. It 
seems that, accompanied bya negro woman, 
Matilda Hicks, who he claims as his wife, he 


drove up to the Fields place yesterday morn- 


ing, left the woman there and drove off across 
the Flint, searching fora farm to rent. He 
procured a place to suit and came back 
today for his woman. During his 
absence Matilda commenced crying bitterly. 
Susas King, a tenant upon the place, asked 
what troubled herso much. She at first re- 
fused to tell, saving it was something dreadful. 
At last, being prevailed upon, she confessed 
that Charley, her partner, 
HAD MURDERED TWO PERSONS. : 

She said they were both employed by an old 
man and woman, who owned a farm about 
three miles from Smithville, upon the edge of 
Lee and Terrell counties. Charley coveted 
the old people’s mules and spring wagon, and 
determined to possess them. On Tuesday he 
killed them both, shooting the old man in the 
throat and the old woman in the temple. 
After murdering them he fastened them up in 
their cabin, took the woman along with him 
in the wagon, and left in search of a home. 
The woman is a slim, black negress, about 
thirty-five years old. Upon  Charley’s 
return he found the woman had 
gone, and with the threat that if he 
found her she would not leave him again, he 
took his gun and went in pursuit of her, scour- 
ing the different roads without finding her. 

Upon hearing the woman’s tale, Macarthy 
called up three of his hands, 

ARRESTED THE NEGRO, 

tied him with plow lines, brought him to town 
and turned him over to the jailer, together 
with the wagon and mule, Charlie’s double 
barrelled shot gun loaded with buck shot, as 
wellas an ax stained with blood, some of 
which had been scratched off. When the wo- 
man left the Field’s place, she said she in- 
tended to go to Adams’s station, and report 
the murder of the old people, whom she loved. 
She said Charlie had. threatened to kill her if 
she divalged or left him, 

Your correspandent interviewed the prisoner 
in the jail. He denies the killing, and said 
that no one lived upon the place except Matil- 
daand himself, that the bailiff had levied 
upon the crops, and that he took the 
woman. and rigs and drove —: This after- 
noon a telegram was recelved by Marshal 
Westbrook, from the sheriff of Lee county, 
telling him to look out for the murderer, so it 
is supposed that the woman has either issued 
a warrant for the paramour, or that the mur- 
dered bodies have been discovered in the

About the last of February, 1573, Miss Mat- 
tie Carr, of Houston county, came to his house 
near Andersonville, Sumter county, and after 
remaining there a few days,one night some one 
hailed at his yard between 10 and 11 o’clock. 
I went to the door and saw that some one was 
standing at the back of my house. I asked 
who he was and what he wanted. He first re- 
fused to give his name, and asked it there 
was a young lady there by the name of Miss 
Matjzie Carr. I refused to answer his question, 
and pressed my first question in such terms 
that he readily saw that he wasin personal 
danger, when he gave as his name, 

JOE D. MAYNARD, 
and requested that his name be announced to 
Miss Carr, which I did, and she requested me 
to invite bim in and she would dress and meet 
him. I made on a fire, Maynard came in and 
was seated. He appeared to be a man who 
was between twenty-four and five years old, 
with a fuzzy face of half whiskers and fur. 
His hair was long and knappy, complexion 
light and form short and stout. He looked 
suspicious, and more like a fugitive than a 
lover. Inafew minutes Mattie was dressed 
and entered, when each with outstretched 
arms received the other‘with the familiar 
‘Howdy Joe and Mattie,”’ then 

THEY EMBRACED AND KISSED. 

This did not suit my idea of propriety, so I 
began to question both parties when Mr. 
Maynard through the sanction of Miss Carr, 
gave the following explanation: I rented a 
farm in Houston county last year, and did ex- 
tra work enough to pay the rent, and was 
going ahead to gather the crop and during the 
same time I was paying my address to Miss 
Mattie. We became engaged and were married. 
The day that we were married I was arrested 
for selling the rent cotton; I was carried off 
for committal trial, but escaped and went to 
Fort Gaines, Ga., and over into Alabama under 
the assumed name of Joe Bards, and Mat- 
tie came here to meet me when I could pick 
my chance through. 

This tale was so plausible and told in the pre- 
sence of the entire family of eight or ten who 
now live in this section, that 1 readily con- 
sented tothem rooming together that night. 
The next day Maynard hid out to keep from 
being found by officers in his rent trouble, 
until night, when he and his wife boarded the 
train for Fort Gaines. 

TWO YEARS LATER

boy, saying.that her husband, Joe Maynard, 
was all to her that could be-expected of a good 
husband, and @there are jsome letters 
dispatches that are now in this 
section that show that they then 
recognized each other as husband and 
wife, and Mattie only refused to give away his 
whereabouts to keep him from being arrested.

enthusiastic meeting of citizens, presided over 
by Governor John B. Gordon, was held here 
tonight, for the purpose of expressing gtatifi- 
cation at the failure of the charges brought 
against Mr. Parnell by the London Times. 
The following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That we congratulate Parnell and his 
friends upon the absolute collapse of the Times’ ac- 
cusation against them, and the failure of the most 
foul and diabolical conspiracy, with which the tory 
government apparently sympathized, and in tho 
service of which many of the government agents 
and employes were eugaged. 

Resolved, That we renew our expressions of deep 
Sympathy for the Irish cause, and again pledge to 
her moral and material support until Ireland ac- 
quires the right of self government,a time which 
we believe to be in the very near future, thanks to 
the effort of Parnell and hig associates and the Co- 
Operation of Gladstone and the liberal party of 
Great Britain. 

Speeches were made by Governor Gordon, 
ex-Senator J. S. Davidson, Representative 
W, A. Fleming, General C. A. Evans and 
others, 

The resolutions will be cabled to Parnell. 

Governor Gordon’s Speech. 

The meeting was enthusiastic throughout, 
and Governor Gordon received a perfect ova- 
tion. He made a ringing speech on taking the 
chair from which the following extracts are 


taken: 
“Charles Stewart Parnell, fapplause] the great 


leader of Irish progress and state craft, who for 


months has drawn around him a widespread public 
interest, is today the honored recipient of heartfelt 
congratulations trom the friends of local self-gov- 
ernment the world over [applause.] His manage- 
ment of the great and delicate problem entrusted to 
him has been, from first to 
piece of statemanship and the essence of 
unselfish devotion to his  people’s cause. 
Never, torone instant, has he lost his grand self 
poise, and he will live to see victory, not only for 
himself, but as God is my judge, I believe, for his 
people too. [Applause. } ‘he batteries trained 
with such direfulintent have been suddenly cap< 
tured and turned upon the foe, their missiles of de 
struction discharged into the very camps of Ire« 
land’s enemies. {Applause.] The foulest conspira~ 
cy of the century has ended in the complete and 
glorious triumph oftruth, and sent the vile agents 
of the attempted outrage flying from the avenging 
ministers of justice. [Applavse.] The condition of 
Ireland at this moment is the opprobium of civili« 
zation, 

The spectacle ofits strange misgovernment and 
desolation is the griefof the age, a sorrow to hu~« 
manity throughout the world [Applause]. That the 
English people, who may safety challenge compari 
son in science and civilization with the proudest of 
ancient or moderp nations, the heirs and defenders 
ot the birthrights of libertv and selt government 
for themselves, should deny these rights to the 
Irish people, is the political paradox of the century 
[Applause]. The Irish problem is undoubtedly the 
sharpest thorn in England’s side. Let her reverse 
her policy: extract the thorn and there will bud 
and grow a rose filling the whole empire 
with its fragrance and healing baim. [Applause.] 
Let England but heed her appeal for justice, home 
rule and equality, and Ireland will cease to be a 
menace, and will broaden and strengthen the base 
of the British empire at home, and become its mag- 
nificent pillar of support in foreign conilicts. [Great

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B’oints Against Compulsory Education. 

Compulsory education, as we predicted a 
short time ago, is moving southward, 

In Missouri it is proposed to compe! chil- 
dren of a certain age to attend school, and 
the advocates of the movement want the 
text books furnished at the public expense. 

As the arguments in favor of this system 
will doubtless be urged upon usin every 
possible shape before long, it will not be 
out of order to consider a few points on the 
other side. 

The St. Louis Christian Advocate says 
that the parent isthe heaven-ordained guar- 
dian of the child. The state should not 
adopt any system that will lessen the feeling 
of respousibility on the part of the parent, 
and the sense of obligation and gratitude on 
the part of the child. Now, there is danger 
in this public school business of interjecting 
too many intermediaries between the parent 
andthe child. The latter seems to feel 
that he owes his parent no thanks for his 
education—-it is given to him by the state. 
‘The parent, as he pays nothing in a direct 
way, loses interest in the schools and leaves 
the whole business to the state. 

It would be manifestly wrong for the state 
to say that children should or should not be 
gent to certain schools. It would not be 
fust to either Protestants, Catholics or 
Jews. 

Then, there is the question of personal 
liberty. Ifa man is determined to be illit- 
erate the state has the right to impose a po- 
litical disability; but how abouta fine or 
imprisonment? Would that not be going 
boo far ? 

But the state needs intelligent citizens, it 
will be urged. Very true, but moral citi- 
gens are just as much needed, If the state 
is to stuff intelligence into us, why not mor- 
ality also? 

And the free books? If itis the duty of 
the state to furnish text books in order to 
make intelligent citizens, why should it not 
furnish free clothes and food? Men with- 
put clothes and food cannot be useful or 
even good citizens.

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The Conspiracy Against Parnell, 

The collapse of the case against Mr. 
nell is complete. 

A few months ago the London Times, 
aided and abetted by the Salisbury govern- 
ment, created consternation among the 
home-rulers and the members of the Glad- 
stone party by printing a series of letters in 
fac simile connecting Mr, Parnell with the 
crimes committed from time to time in Ire- 
land, ‘The tory party was beside itself with 
glee, and under the impulse of the hour re- 
newed its coercive measures, impounding 
patriotic priests, and imprisoning and 
maltreating the most prominent Irishmen. 

The Times followed up its fac simile let- 
ters with a series of ferocious articles en- 
titled, ‘‘Parnellism and Crime,’ and stirred 
to its very bottom what it is pleased to term 
the ‘‘British Empire.’’ No such denuncia- 
tory articles have appeared in an English 
newspaper for a generation, and so impor- 
tant were they believed to be thatthey were 
collected in pamphlet form and circulated 
broad cast over the country. 

Though the provocation was great, Mr. 
Parnell kept his temper. He protested ina 
dignified way in parliament that the letters 
printed by the Times were deliberate forge- 
ries. Ile never lost his patience nor sacri- 
ficed his dignity. A great mary people were 
surprised when he asked fora commission 
of inquiry to investigate the charges, 

They were surprised, not because they 
supposed him to be guilty of connection with 
the crimes committed in Ireland, but be- 
cause they knew the commission of inquiry 
would be constituted in behalf of the gov- 
ernment and the Times, and that it would 
of necessity be a prejudiced tribunal from 
the start. But Mr. Parneli and _ his friends 
were s0 sure of their case that they were 
willing to trust it in the hands of a commis- 
sion inimical to their interests.

Werefer to its support of the in- 
ternal revenue laws, which the Republic is 
at present engaged in defending to the ex- 
tent of its ability, notwithstanding the fact 
that the party is committed to their repeal. 

President Harrison would deserve 
condemnation of all good people should he 
allow himself to become the tool of a class 
of men who seek to work out, through him, 
their hatred of the south. But suppose, 
instead of exercising aediscriminating policy 
against the whole south, he should confine 
his discrimination exclusively againinst the 
tobacco-growing states, would he deserve 
any less the contempt of the people, and 
particularly of those directly injured by such 
a policy, than he would if he extended such 
discrimination to a wider territory? 

In advocating the internal revenue laws 
as they now stand, the Repubiic is doing its 
best to commit the democratic party to the 
policy of discriminating against the tobacco- 
growing states, and in making itself a 
champion of the whisky ring, it is simply 
attempting to put the party in the position 
of favoring the most exclusive and undemo- 
cratic monopoly in America, 

The Republie’s advice to General Harri- 
son is based on statesmanlike grounds; what 
a pity that it does not profit by its own 
argument!

THE CONTRACTORS TURN OVER THE 
BUILDING TO THE COMMISQIS®: 


A BIG REQUISITION FOR THE MONEY 


The 


Commission Have Adjourned to Meet on 
March 20th, When Their Final Report Will be 
Made to the Governor, and the Building Wilt 
be Tendered — Superintendent Corbaliy Wily 
Have Charge of the Building While the Finish- 
ing Touches Are Being Put On, 


The new capitol has been turned over to the 
commission. 

And the contractors are out. 

At the meeting of the capitol commission 
yesterday, the supervising architect and the 
superintendent of construction made a report 
to the board, stating that. the building had 
been completed according to the specifications 
and to their satisfaction. 

The board, after thorough personal inspec- 
tion of the whole work, accepted the building 
and made a requisition on the governor for the 
ten per cent reserve in tWe treasury which 
footed up $84,525.67. A small 
amount of the reserve was 
held back until the elevator 
shall be made to work to the satisfaction of 
the board. 

The entire amount of the requisition made 
by the commission yesterday on the governor 
foots up $88,957.77, and includes the following 
items: 

Miles & Horn, contractors, 10 per cent of the 
reserve, $84,525.67. 

The Almini company, oe $2,645. 

W.S. Bell, woodwork, $870.2 

Miles & Horne, door springs, 

Engineer’s salary, $225. 

J. G. Thrower, plastering, $225. 

J. A. Corbally, express on tablet, $11.85. 

J. B. Sullivan.& Bro., paint, S$: 25, 

Winslow Bros., bronze tablet, $350. 

Total, 888,957.77. 

The board accepted the proposition of the 
Almini company to fresco additional rooms 
on the first floor, towit: room of the commis 
sioner of agriculture, to be decorated, room of 
his assistant, room of the clerk, room of the 
attorney general, room of the principal keeper 
of the penitentiary, and room. of the assistant 
keeper, making six rooms in all for the sum of 
$500. This work is to be done with the best 
quality of oil—four coats—and the report is to 
be made to the commission at the meeting to 
be held on the 20th of March. 

Superindent Corbally was instructed to sell 
the old Holcombe house which has been used 
as an Office by the contractors; also to take 
the fixtures off the testing machine and turn 
them over to the state. 

The payment of the requisition for $58,- 
957.77 leaves $5,205.43 of the appropriation in 
the treasury, out of which these items remain 
to be paid at the next meeting:

A VERY FUNNY TALK 


MADE BY DR. LAFFERTY AT TRINITY 
CHURCH LAST NIGHT. 


HOW THE BIG BOY TOOK CASTOR OIL 


The Subject of the Old andthe New Was Handled 
in a Masterly Way by.a Man Who Showed 
Himselfa Public Bene‘actor by Driving Away 
the Cares of Hundreds and Sending Them Home 
Happy. 


The lecture of Rev. Juhn J. Lafferty, of Vir- 
ginia, at Trinity church last night, wes a com- 
plete success. 

He spoke nearly two hours, and so perfectly 
entertained was the very large audience in the 
lecture room that he could have held their de- 
lighted attention two hours longer without any 
trouble. Mr. Lafferty is-much more than a 
mere lecturer. He isa public benefactor, for 
the steady flow of his wonderful humor not 
only made hundreds of poople forget their 
cares and troubles, but certainly made them 
all happy for at least one night. 

He was introduced by Rev. J. W. Lee. He 
is a pleasant faced, medium-sized man, of about 
fifty, with aslight grayish mustache, and fine 
head, closely cut hair, tinged with silver. 

He makes no pretension to oratorical dis- 
play, but talks right on ina natural way, the 
charm of which never fails, but cannot be de- 
scribed. 

His subject was {The Old and the New.” 
His introduction was a gem of a sentence. 

‘‘l am one of those,’’ said he, ‘‘who believes 
that what is is better than what has been.” 
He proved this proposition in an hundred de- 
lightful ways, and every humorous illustration 
was a pronounced hit aud was rewarded with 
hearty laughter. 

‘‘Some people are against progress. When 
some time ago they cut a railroad through a 
swamp in Virginia even, 1,000 owls flew out 
and protested.”’ 

‘“‘Who wants to go back to the time when it 
took Lovic Pierce a month to go from Georgia 
tothe Virginia conference—to the time when 
the law put Light Horse Harry Lee in jail for 
debt—to the time when George Washington 
was dead a month before they knew itin North 


Carolina?”’ 

‘There had been a time when members of 
congress fought on the floor with shovel and 
tongs and the speaker went down to see fair 
play—when the postage on letters was twenty- 
tive cents, and Jefferson and Madison were 
compelled to correspond in cypher, because 
there was no law to prevent carriers from 
reading them: when Liverpool had all the 

candy and it took General Washington two 
inonths by aslow ship to get two pounds of 
the sweet article to this county: when a bill to 
admit Oregon to the sisterhood of states, had 
been tabled because a member showed the ses- 
sion of congress would be over before the 
member from that distant region could reach 
Washington.” 

His contrast of a trip which his grandfather 
made to Georgia with the one which he had 
just made was splendid. The description of 
early railroads, the flat bars and grass shopper 
engines, was rich. ‘When you first saw the 
engine in the old days it looked like a high 
land te rrapin with a cigar in his mouth, and 
as it drew nearer it resembled a peanut roaster 
of the present day. You never heard of col- 
lisions in those days-—snails never butt.”’ 

The improvement in the postal laws was 
simply wonderful. There are 49,000 postoftices 
today. Less than one hundred years ago it 
was common fora man to ride fifty miles to 
mailaletter,and it took nine days for the 
mail to go from New York to Boston. Here 
he gave a most ludicrous account of a letter 
which he wrote his sweetheart when he was a 
college boy. “If a young man of the present 
day don’t get three letters a week from his best 
girl he don’t enjoy his victuals.’’ 

The country had adyancei in morals. Eigbé 
times as many people in proportion to popula- 
tion were memcers of the church now asin the 
old days. The law d'scourages gambling and 
lotteries, which were once us d to 1:aise money 
for schools and churches. had been almost 
wiped out. 

His description of the old field schools con- 
vulsed the audience, and his vived picture of 
the old field school master was @ master piece 
all by itself. 

The review of the great advances in medical 
science was learned and eloguent—and the de- 
scription in detail of the methods formerly 
uséd in administering castor oil to boys was 
the best piece of humorous work in the lec- 
ture. Everybody who heard will make afti- 
davit that there is nothing funnier in Cer- 
vantes, Mark Twain, Bill Nye or any other 
humorist living or dead. But Mr. Lafferty 
must be heard to be appreciated. This 
rambling review gives about as clear an idea 
of his great talk as the band wagon in the 
street does of the performance i in the ring.

FROM NEW ZEALAND 
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RICHARD PARSONS RETURNS 
AFTER MANY DAYS. 


A Strange State of Affairs in New Zealand 
A Country Madeto Order Don’t Fit--A 
Keautifal Land, But Cursed. 


Here's a story of travel by an Atlantian: 

Mr. Richard Parsons, his wife and daughter 
and her six children arrived in Atianta night 
before last from New Zealand via Samoa. 

Mr. Parsons came from Cornwall, England, 
to America in the forties and reached Atlanta 
in 1549. His family remained in England for 
He kept 
in communication with them until the war, 
and then the blockade cut off their letters. 

After the war closed he naturally desired to 
see his family, and in 1871 he made a trip to 
Australia and back, going in April and return- 
ipgin July. | 

He visited New Zealand 
taken with the country.

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‘‘] have seen geraniums twelve feet high,”’ 
said Mr. Parsons. ‘“‘The country is the best I 
ever saw, but it is cursed by a bad govern- 
ment. When I moved there in 1875 I paid sev- 
en pounds and ten shillings an acre for somee 
thing over 600 acres of Jand and was soon after 
offered ten pounds an acre forit. I sold it in 
18835 for less than it cost me, and I don’t think 
it would bring two pounds an acre now. 

‘‘Auckland isa city of about forty thousand 
inhabitants and hundreds of the citizens live 
in houses on which they pay no rent. The 
owners give them the use of the houses be- 
cause they Would otherwise be empty, aud the 
insurance companies won’t issue policies on 
empty buildings. 

‘The country is ruined by over-borrowing. 
The colony owes for government, municipal 
and other corporation debts £120,000,000. That 
ona population of only about 500,000 people 
who live in a country of only 44,000 square 
niles, about the area of Cuba, or four-fifths 
the area of Georgia. 

“Everything is taxed there but the air you 
breathe. Prices are so low that farming is not 
profitable. ‘There are 16,000,000 sheep in New 
Zealand, and the wool, which is of the finest 
quality, and forms the chief expert of the 
country, brings only three to four pence a 
pound, At the butcher’s stalls in Auckland, 
you can buy beef and mutton for three to 
eight cents a pound—the choicest steak for 
eight cents, 

‘This suit of tweed was mude of New Zea- 
land wool, woven in the country, and made to 
order in Auckland. It cost me three pounds, 
filieen shillings, or about $18. Itis not much 
of a manufacturing country, however. The 
labor 1s too high. Common labor costs from 
six to ten shillings, $1.50 to $2.50 a day, and 
the manufacturers can’t make it pay. Labor 
is out of proportion to other values there, and 
[think it is bound to comedown, though I 
think there will be trouble first. 

‘The labor was put up by the building of the 
railroads. The colony has spent £35,000,000 in 
building railroads since 1871 and labar had to 
be imported to do the work. Day labor com- 
manded ten to fourteen shillings and it has 
not got down to its proportionate price yet. 
The laborers refuse to work unless they get six 
to ten shillings. Oceasionally they get a few 
days work and the necessaries of life are so 
cheap that the money lasts them a good wiile. 

**The debt of New Zealand has been con- 
tracted since 1871. Inthat year a bill fora 
loan of £2,000,000 to build railways was passed. 
Shortly afterwards another bill for a £10,- 
000,000 loan was passed, and it was continued 
till £58,000,000 was borrowed and spent in 
building railroads. There are hundreds of 
miles of railroads that dou’t pay for the grease 
on the machinery, and the railroads of the 
country only pay two and ahali per cent, 
while the interest on the money is five to jive 
and a-half per cent. 

‘Auckland has one of the best harbors in 
the world; it would accommodate the navies 
of all nations. The government has spent im- 
mense suins of money in building docks, inuch 
more than was needed. There are bridges 
that are decaying because they have never 
been carried to their places. 

_ “| visited Australia, and there are a great 
many Americans at Melbourne, which is acity 
of about 400,000 inhabitants. Sydney has about 
the same. Australia hassuffered terribly froin 
drouth during the last eighteen. months, and 
millions of sheep and caitle have died for want 
of water and food. The climate is intolerably 
hot— sometimes 120 to 130 in the shade. It is 
adry heat, which is not so unbearable as the 
same temperature would be in a moist, sultry 
atmosphere, but when the hot winds blow from 
the desert it is suffocating. They have to 
keep the houses shut up to keep out the sand. 

“IT Jeft Auckland on the Zsth of January 
and arrived at San Francisco op the 1th of 
February. After passing Honolulu we en- 
countered the roughest weather I eve: saw on 
the Pacific. The hatchways had to be bat- 
tered down for three days. 

“We touched at Samoa and took on Klein, 
the correspondent of the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer, who created such a sensation in Sa- 
moa. He came on to ourship from an Aimeri- 
can vessel] which was lying there. He said 
the Germans were about to shoot him, and he 
wenttothe American vessel by stealth and 
there remained till he was taken on boord our 
vessel, 

‘Klein isa man of slender build about six 
feet high, with a thin face, and very intelli- 
gent. Isat opposite him at the table on the 
voyage from Samoa to San Francisco. He 
published a two-page illustrated account of 
the Samoa affair in the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer the day after he arrived at Frisco.’’

jut l intend to live as long aseverlcan. I 
used to make a living in Atlanta and carried a 
shug sum away from here to New Zealand. I 
think I ean do the same fhing here now. The 
Americans out there wanted to come back. 
When Il wentinto the bank to get a draft 
they asked me where I was going. I said ‘to 
America,’ and the man said, ‘I wish I could 
go with you.’ It is the best country I ever 
saw, but cursed by the worst governinent.’’
